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E VTV ROPE

Riots and Barricades at Barcelona—
Popular Disaffection—Battle
Between Troops and
Insurgents,

By the Anglo-Ameriean Cable,

Loxpox, Bept. 27.— The news reports to hand
i this ¢ity from Spain to-day are of an exciting,
even alarming charncter,  Popular disaffection
and disloyalty to the existing Government pre-
vall very generally throughout the nation, and
both have again been expressed in the shape of
an armed connter revolution.

There was an insurrectionary demonstration
madde by the volunteer troops In Barcolonn on
Saturday night. It was oceasioned by the re-
ceipt of the Government order commanding the
volunteers to disarm, and anattempt on the part
of the local authoritles to enforee it. The fae
thiut the volunteers of Tarragonn who had re
fused to disarin previously were suffering hmpri
sonment for the offense was 1made o cause for an
additionnl excitement,

In a short time flve barrieades, one built by
the public cartmen, were thrown up.
moen's barrlcade was assaulted by the regular
troops and carried by a bayonet charge, afier a
vory desperate resistance on the part of its de-
fenders and o henvy loss of life.

Durlug the engagement the insurgents had
twenty-four men  killed, a Inrge number
wonnded, and soventy of their more active
brethren made prisoners. The troops had two
commissioned officers Killed and several soldiers
wounded. Order was subsequently reéstored. A
radical republican domoceratie demonsiration ia
announced to be made in Madrid during Wed-
nesday, the 20th inst. trouble is antlel-
pated on the ocension.

Further Particulnrs of the Flaht at Barcelona,
By the Franco-Asnerican Cable, \

BarcrLoxa, Sept. 27.—The voluntears in
Tarragonn assumed a radieal republican attitude
when ordered to disarm by the Government au-
thorities, Beveral battallovs of the volunteers
in Barcelona also refused to loy down thelr nrms.
They erected burricades in the strects. General
Pierrad, o revolutionist, having been arrested by
the troops, was taken to Tarragona.

At 10 o'clock on Saturday night the govern-
ment troops aseailed the barricades and charged
their defenders with the bayonet, They defeated
the insurgents. Orders was restored about 2
o'clock yesterday morning, Mauy persons were
killed and wounded, both insurgents and troops
of the line.

The Turce-Ygyptinn Troubles—The Grand

The Grand Vizier's newspaper organ objects,
in the name of the Sultan, Lo the propositions of
the Viceroy, and inslsts on the complete accepts
ance of the sccond letter by the latter.

The Mysterions Spanish Guonbonts—Trial Trip
0! No. —eelsive Posltlon of the Administre-
thon—**Will They Saile’®

The Spanish mosquito hoats again. They
have been buzzing about the cars of Becretary
Fish, stinging the tender skin of wily diplomats,
touching the g entle susceptibilities of Mr, Sumn
ner, and have been worse than the locosts ol
Egvpt—u pest generally,  Let all hands go down
to the foot of Thirteenth street, North river, and
they will there behold this troublesome swarm
velept the Mosguito Fleet. Within three months
time evervthing that can be seen at the Delama-
ter Works has been sccomplished towards
pushing those slogular  speclmens  of
marine architecture to successfal comple-
tion. Over five bundred men dre unow
en‘l‘rloyud on the vessels, and the whole scene in
their vicinity I8 one of netivity and animation.
It is something, it Is true, to be proud of in the
anpals of American shipbuilding that a foreign
government should seek our shores as o fitting
quarter whereln to construct, arm and equip o
timllln. of the magnitude of thirty eraft.  Yet the
question occurs, did not Spaln make thls con-
tract with an Awerlean constructor with that
subtle diplomacy that haslong distinguished her
foreign relations? Did she not, belleving that
these gunboats were to be used In Amerlean
waters, and that their bullding and even their
departure from this port would not be lmpeded
by the sdministration, take frash confidence in
ardering thirty Insignificant, and in a naval
view, very ordinary vessels? | It must seem 8o to
eyery rellectiug mind, In the first place take
survey of the gunboats, their dimenslons, ci-
puel les for off use and defense, and the probuble
scoviee for which they are destined.

THE GUNBOATS,

Now lying at the foot of Thirteenth street, on
the morih slde of the pler, are fiftecn of these
marine insects, with thelr bows turned towards
all points of the compnss. Palnted a lavonder
color, with a full length fore and aft of 105 leet,
and of a tonnage less than 200 burden, which is
the cnpacity of n small-sized canal boat, they
present the appearance of o very pratly sqood-
ron, when even t:mn{mmll with the hermaphro-
dite double-enders thut made 0 conspicuous a
failure in tho late war. The very fact that they
bave been construeted fn so short o time, inde-
sendent of their peculinr model and thelr strik-
lng ljteleness, furnlshes enough assurance that
they can never be other than mean guerlllas In
a general naval combat, and of course they are
lable to be met in this manner. The boats are
not named, but are numbered from one 1o
fifteen consecutively.

sels.  'With n moderate breadth of beam In pro-

rtlon to the length, and a very shallow depth
of hold, the lines of the hull are not of course
marked by any degree of beauty, nor do they
show thal apy  purticular style of model has
been adopted.”

But they all left the stroet dis-
rusted with the Gold Room, which they could
not find, nnd the Stock Exchange. which they
conld not enter.  An Irish bricklayer, with the
dust-embrowned Tnce usunl to men of his
Lusiness, stood wonderingly beifore the door
of Smith, Gounld & Martln, and guestioned
u sturdy policemen, *Is it hers, agra, that
Mr. ‘lsk zot a  bating® On bLeing in-
formed it was, he caretully oxamined the
doovstep, and seeing no sign of blood or other
indicator of a deadly swuggle, turned away
with an insoucian! munper, saving, “*Be me
falth, and he wasn't much of o man at all, who-
iver he was,” The principal theme was what
they would do with the ;.{uLl i they had it. Like
Lover's “Four-leaved Shamrock,” the wish gene-
rally was of a good nature, and showed the
kindly hearts of the wishers. Still the work-
men lingered round Wall, New, and Broad
gireets: it was a sort of El Dorado to them, and
It Is very likely that many let their dinner be
sacriticed to thelr curlosity.

Clearing Awny the Wreck.

In the oftice of Smith, Goold & Martin the
stunte of affairs was Kept very guiet, Messrs,
Smith, Martin and Gould had been in their
oflice up to 5850 o'clock, when they left ina
carriace. Mr.c Mortin, it is sald, went to his
home In Brooklyn, but where the three were
after 6 o'clock was entirely unknown by the
general pubilie. Our reporter. however, ascer-
toined that three gentlemen were closetad with
Mr. Fisk in his private office in Twenty-third
street, from 7 o'cock to o lIate hour
last  night, That  this  conference re-
lated Lo the late struggle is maode
apparent by the fact that o telegraphie operator
remaloed in the Wall street oflice all night re-
celving telegrame for the Gold Exclnnge Bank
from the conclave. The decision arrived at by
this meeting could not with certainty be ascer-
tained, Lut it is alleged by the parties interested
that Smith, Gonld & Martin will, under the ad-
vice and support of Mr. Fisk, accept the gold
and clear away all diffleulty. The very fact of
such a conference belng held and telegraphic
despatches being constantly sent to the
Bank, I8 deemed by the brokers a strong con-

The Gold Bunk nt Night,

In the night thme rigld guard was kept by the
officers connected with the bank, and no perzon
except those having the entree could obtain ad-
mission. The hall of the bullding was filled with
private watchmen and detectives. Mr. Benediet's
corringe waited outside, and inside all was work.
The World reporter, on visiting the premises
about 8 o'clock, found Mr. Benedict engaged in
overseeing the clerks, Every now and then a
clerk wounld eall “Messra and Compuny,’
and another would reply, *“Fifteen hundred
cortified,” as the case mighi be.  An lmmense
amonunt of work was got through Saturday night
and yesterday.

The mnmmense nature of the transactions in-
volved, and the peculine diticultics arising from
mixed stoeks and gold acconnts, with the tre-
mendous sum under lovestigation, fve huadred
million dollars, all combined to render the task
o diflienlt and tedious one, The clerks, however,
worked Jike men; they stripped to their work at
the approach of uight time, and went through a
pile of busiuvess.

Balauee after balance was
clenred and drawn up. Account after acconnt
was stralghtened, and at 9 o'clock the clerks re-
tired for a rest.

They resumed work shortly after. Mr. Bene-
dict, the FPresident, said that he expected to
have all the clearances made by tosday. In an-
swer to a question, he said that Smith, Gould &
Martin would probably come out all right; the
clearances then made hoad resulted fuvorably.
He trugted that all wonld prove the same. In
any cage the Gold Exchange Bank was safe from
everything,

Midnight In the Gald Bank.

Wasmixarox, Sept. 26.—It is perhaps due to
the publie to correct remark that has boen at-
wribtited to the President, indieating Genperal
Willlame as his choice for Senator from Vir-
ginin, We have Just had o conversation with
the Presdent on this point, and beg leave to
report so mnch of it as s material, The Pre-
sident sald o friend of General Willlnms told
him that the General was recelving many lettors
from Virelnin soliciting i to be o candidate
for the Sennte.  That he would not be o candi-
dute without he kuew it wonld be [avorably re-
celved, or not objeeted to by bim. The Presi-
dent replied there could be no objection to kL,
and that he wonkd be glad to see as good o man
as Genernl Willlams selected; but it 1= not triae
that he declared General Willlams to be his
cholee.

On the contrary, he wis aware thal several
gentlemen were named for this office in whom
hie had perfect conlldence, and there might Le
others, nuknown to him, having the same title
to his confidence, and while feeling it to be -
praper for him to express any choice at all; he
would certainly not have sald so to the prejudice
of any of his friends.

The Coban Question in Madrid and Paris,
Our files from Europe by the steamship Union

supply the following English details of the

Cuban  question excitement as prevailing in

Madrid and Puaris on the 11th Instant.

Madrid (Sept. 10) eor. London Standard,

In addition to the scenes of Tueadoy night,
Madrid has been turned upside down by the re-
port that the United Btates Government was
going to recognize the Cuban rebels as bellige-
rents, I can give you no idea of the intenslty
of excitement this hos caused. The Spanish
Government have long been following a myste-
rious policy respecting Cuban intelligence. No-
thing appears in the papers, oflicial us well as
wnofliclnl, but the most cheery news. Not a
woerd of the horrible eruelties and barborities
carried on In Cuba, and not a word of the for-
midable proportions the insurrection has as-
sumed, One of the opposition papers,
the Epoca Isabellino, on Bunday night
went so far as to  publish some Cuaban
news of doleful import, received by
it direct from persons of great \'umclti' in the
island. Itinl.l]mmcd the probability of losing it
if prompt exertions on a grand fcale were not
mnde, and it called on the government to lose
not an instant in despatehing the entire army
and navy. The sensation this created was in-
tense, the people waking up for the first time,
thanks to thesecretive policy of the government,
tothe possibility, nay extreme probabilivy, of the
islond suceeeding in severing its connection with
Bpain. On the top of all this the excltement
was Increased by the next evening's Epoca,
which contained the following startling an-
nouncement: —

News of h"fn gravity has come to amict our
hearts as Spaniards, It 18 dq)d that the répresenta-
tive of the Uplted States, General Siokles, whase
presence has been the sad omen (triste aguera) for
the interests of our conntry, has pussed, in compli-
ance with the orders of I8 Governinoat, & uote to
that of Spain, in which he wnuounces thiat the stase
of public opinion in the North American republic
will probably oblige them to recognize the Cnban
Rebels us belligerents, something more says the
degpatoh, of which we onght not to make mention,
for it does not come to us with the same certainty
as the foregoing. ‘The Ministors, who are
In  Madrid, have Dot a8  yel taken any
action that we learn of, except communicating
the desputceh Lo Senores Prim and
Silvela, who are both in Viehy. When we wrote
about Cuba yesterday, delefully impressioned, our
heart sald to us we might even expect greater ovils!
Coba I8 in danger! To this ery It s not with dismusy
we ought to snswer, but with the spirited enthosi-
agm of our better times! Cuba is In danger! To
save this beautiful portion of the Spanish nation,
the entite army onght to be trandluted Lo those Ahores
to preseut g gallent display of the vitality of our
country, If there be Curlists, or Isabellinos, er re-
publicans, or any other purtles, who cherish the dea
of combatuyg the present situation by foree,
curses upon  them if they do not, at this
moment, when It 18 indispensable  we  shoald
unite all our strength, céuse thelr rancors
to 'eave the Government free to save Cubys The
revolution has conceded the right of pnblie meeting,
